CHICAGO, Deo. 17.—A bold conspiracy to 


assassinate George M. Pullman and Philip 
D. Armour has just come to light, and 
avery effort is being made- to apprehend 
the perpetrators oC tho plot. 


Two packages wero received at postal 


station L, of which William Ho-nlon la 
superintendent, directed to P. D. Armour 
and George M. Pullman, respectively, aud 
the packages wore finally turned over to 
Postoflicc Inspector Stewart for inspec- 
tion. They proved to bo infernal ma- 
chines, which, had they reached their des- 
tination and been opened without sus- 
picion by the man. for whom they wero 
Intended, would huve probably 
blown 


them into eternity. 


The packages were taken lip by Collector 


Kirkwood of station L. 
Ono ;ol! them ho 


found on the mail box ab Wabash avenue 
and Fourteenth street aud^tiho -other at 
Wa-bash avenue and Twenty-first street;. 
The second machine was laid on tho box 
just as Kirkwood approached it to mtvko 
his collection. Ho saw u, man of rough, 
appearance lay a package on the box and 
walkaway. 
When he reached the ina.il 


box he found tho package to bo similar to 
tho one he had picked up at Fourteenth 
street, aud addressed ia the same hand- 
writing. Each package weighed about 2-i 
ounces, and the poorly scrawled addresses 
were nloue enough to attract the attention 
of the carrier. 


The postal authorities -were already on 


the lookout for suspicious packages for 
Mi'. Armour, us a. stranger had notified 
attaches ol! his oflico that; au infernal ma- 
chine was on its way to Mr. Armour 
through the mall. Ho claimed to have 
overheard an exposure of tho conspiracy 
from tw« men talking in an alley. Tho 
employes of Mr. Armour did not place 
much reliance in the- story, but informed 
the postal officials of what; they had been 
told... 


A similar visit was paid Mr. Pullman 


Sunday nighc, presumably by the samo 
person who took the trouble- toiufonn Mr. 
Armour's people. Mr. Pullman had al- 
ready retired, aud did not sec tho visitor, 
who appeared very much worried and 
anxious to see tho millionaire- in person. 
He delivered his message, however, with- 
out seeing Mr.- Pullm.au, aud left a card 
with his business 
address. 
This Mr. 


Pullman declined to make public, as it 
might lead to die exposure of a valuable 
clew. The man who gave the warning is 
said to have been u met;^' polisher named 
Owens, but this has no* as yet been en- 
tirely couiLriuecl. . 


Mr. Pullman made an effort yesterday 


afternoon to locate tho owner of the card, 
. but in this he was unsuccessful. He dis- 
patched a confidential man ;o the place 
of business specified on tho card, but won 
told that the person of tho name it showed 
was absent, being an outside man, and 
seldom at the headquarters of the firm. 
Mr. Armour is now on his way to Jack- 
sonville, Fla., having left the city on Sun- 
day. 
Sure to Kill. 


> The dangerous character of the packages 
has been established without a doubt. A 
trial test of their contents was made, and 
tliis proved that .tho packages contained 
an explosive in forco akin to dynamite. 
The packages were about eight Inches 
loug with three-inch ends. They were 
wooden boxed, each containing u drawer. 
Matches were so arranged inside as to bo 
ignited by the friction with sandpaper, 
which was glued to tho box above tho 
drawer, when the latter was pulled out.' 
The boxes were well provided with the ex- 
plosive, but in the bottom was placed a 
piece oC lead' pipe several inches loug. 


The arrest_of Albert Eeascr was made 


on the-strongEir-of.. tho statements made 
by Collector Kirkwood, who said that tho 
man whom ho saw place •- the package on 
tho box resembled u man whom he had 
seen arrested last summer for throwing 
stones at Mr. Pullman's windows. Ho

The. packages are described by one of the 


postomcc attaches who saw them when 
brought in by Hanlon as rectangular in 
shape, about Cln. long, Sin. deep and 2in. 
wide. They wore wrapped with a light 
brown paper aud addressed in a rough 
hand with a pencil. On tho,margin was 
written "contens wire."" Tho street ad- 
dresses were likewise misspelled. 


Albert Bcaser was taken:to Bridewell 


yesterday to work out 'a fine 'of $00, im- 
posed for lounging around Millionaire 
Marshall Field's home on Prairie avenue, 
near the Pullman.and Armour residences. 
Reaser had been found several times in 
the same locality previous to his arrest 
last Saturday, and on his person were 
letters addressed in his own handwriting 
to Marshall Field and George M. Pull- 
man, asking for employment. Ho was 
formerly an inmate of. tho Dunning in- 
sane asylum, from whence he escaped 
Nov. 
15. . 


p. D. Armour was not in his office yes- 


terday afternoon. His private secretary, 
W. J. Qulnn, was there, however, and 
talked for tho millionaire. Ho said that 
on Sunday night an unknown man ca- 
tered the office and informed 0. "W. Comes, 
the manager, that a plot was on foot to 
destroy Mr. -Armour. An infernal ma- 
chine, he asserted, had been mailed to 
him, and he-warned Mr. Armour's repre- 
sentatives to have tho matter looked into. 
"We did not put much reliance in the 
man's words," said Qulnn, "but in order 
to bo on the safe sido turned the matter 
over to the poital authorities and let it 
end there. We have no further interest 
in themattet."

Railway Officials Refuse to 


Grant Demands 


OF 
THEIR 
EMPLOYES 
AND 


WORK 
STOPPED. 


A Vigorous Labor War "Waged at 


Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—At 4 o'clock 


this morning tho street car lines of tint 
city were tied up in a general strike. The 
conductors and motormon aro waging war 
for an inerense of wage*, shorter hours 
and the privilege of belonging to tha 
Amalgamated Association of Street Rail- 
way Kiiijiloyei. 


Diswatisfaction has boon growing for a 


Innc time, but reached u hlpli pitch imme- 
diately after the recent consolidation of 
all the local lines into one company—the 
Union Traction. 
The action was pre- 


cipitated by the numerous discharges 
from the company's service of men be- 
longing to tho -Amalgamated association. 
Many conferences htive been sousrlit by 
the various committees representing the 
railway men, but all have been ri-jeccud 
by President "Welsh and tho company's 
board of directors. 


A few days ago W. D. Million, of De- 


troit, president of the national organiza- 
tion, appeared in this city and took charge 
of the affairs of the malcontents 
A crisis 


was reached yesterday. 
At u meeting 


held in the morning a committee of one 
was appointed to convey an ultimatum to 
President Wolbh. He did so, and returned 
with information given by the president 
himself that there would be no answer 
and that no person connected with any 
la nor organization would be rccogni/ed. 
This report was received last night at a 
ineetiiiK of the committee having charge of 
the railway men's affairs. 


It was finally declared that a general 


strike on all lines of the company, which 
controls every car in tho city, would bo 
inaugurated. President Mahon said thuG 
thu association numbers close to 4500 men, 
and with the others over GOOO men stopped 
work at the appointed hour. 


Karly in tho day it had been decided to 


hold a moa.stor mass meeting, to lost all 
ni^ht, uG Harmonic hall. Immediately 
after the strike bad been declared, tho 
men repaired to that place as the big 
meeting was about to be called to order. 
A citizens' committee, headed by ex-Gov- 
ernor Paulson nnd Thomas Martindale, 
apj>eared, and asked for a private confer- 
ence. Tho general Impression is that they 
meant to induce tho men not to strike. 
This was granted, and the leaders retired, 


Moderation Counselled. 


During tho evening President Mahon 


addressed tho men in an informal manner. 
Ho spoke as if the strike was an assured 
fact. First he cautioned, in the event o:< 
the tie-up, to act like gentlemen through- 
out. 
Then he begged them to keep away 


from the "rum shops," and added: "If 
wt; win, I'll drink enough, for tho whole 
crowd after it's over." 


Tlie demands of tho men In details aro 


these: 


First—That 10 consecutive hours shall 


constitute a day's work, for which the sura 
of 3-' shall be paid. 


Second—Taat all cars shall be vestibuled 


for the protection of motormen. 


Third—That sweepers, snow plows and 


trippers shall bo considered as special 
•work, and shall bo subject to increased 
pay- 


Fourth—That no employes shall be dis- 


charged for belonging to the amalgamated 
or any other organization, except forjusC 
cause. That all men discharged by reason 
of their affiliation with said organization 
shall OD immediately reinstated. 


Shortly after 11 o'clock tho conference 


was over. President ilahon, stepping fur- 
ward, announced to the waiting streeB 
railway nit-ii the decision of their com- 
mittee, and asked them to ratify it by 
standing up. Tho crowd aro.-.e as one 
man, and gave vent to a shout of accord. 
The creates enthusiasm prevailed. Mr. 
Mahon then proceedt-d to counsel them as 
to their future actions. He spoke long 
and earnes ly, and appealed to them, as 
they valued success, to be firm, and abovo 
everything else, to act like gentlemen and 
discountenance anything in the shape of 
disorder. 


He then for tho second time asked tho 


meti to ratify 'the committee's action. 
The enthusiasm that followed clearly in- 
dicated that the men were most earnest.

Delegates to tho American Federation,of 


Labor convention 
In New York got'Q 


shock, or a series of shocks, during the 
speech of James Mawdsley, tho English 
cotton spinner. Hern are some of Ills epi- 
grams, heretical from tho generally ac- 
cepted orthodox labor point of view: 


"If I was a capitalist, I would bo just os 


wicked us they are, and I do not think 
there is a man .here wLo would not be the 
samo." 


"Workers of tho world havo been kept 


down simply on account of their incapacity 
to seo tho business side of things." 


"There is too much sentiment about the 


things done la behalf of labor, Tho v?ork- 
Ingman wants too much dono for nothing 
and depends too much on assistance given 
for tho lovo of tho thing." 


"When a capitalist •wnnts to crush labor, 


buy a legislature or secure favors, ho goes 
Into tho market, finds tho bast talent and 
pays the highest price for it. 
That's why 


he wins." 


"Your bonsted political freedom amounts 


to nothing without business organization 
and the application of business principles." 


"The best methods always evolve them- 


selves iu the end." 


"Material things nro our first objects. 


Tho spirittKil and ethical will follow." 


Tho typical British bulldog tenacity is 


personified in Mawdsley. Ills frame is 
strong and rugged, his shouldors broad 
enough to hold up anything. His nrms 
nvo long, and his hands, always clinched, 
form a list li!:« Cornell's. His faoomakes 
you think of bulldog grit. Kvery move 
and every word indicate determination 
and obstinacy. 


Mawdsley is a natural leader. He is a 


student of ethics and of warfare. 
Ho had 


been Bent over from England as a fraternal 
delegate. For three days ho had listened 
to tho debates and weary routine. 
When 


ho was called upon to speak, ho struck out 
from tho shoulder, telling the lessons that 
English labor leaders had learned in a 
century of struggle against capital. 


"I always look at these questions of 


capital ami .labor from tho bread and bat- 
tor aide, "he said. "And that is what tho 
laboring classes must do. Thuy bother 
themselves about politics and say that they 
are Republicans or Democrats, or any- 
thing else, and blindly stick tou party, but 
when it comes to a question between them 
and capital how does tho capitalist vote? 
Always against the workers. 


"You haven:t enough business capacity 


about you. Thoro is too much sentiment 
and not enough of pounds and pence. If 
you want to compete with capital, you 
must meet capital on equal grounds imd 
use its weapons. You must gut your best 
tulent and aso it and pay for it. 


"Would religions bo flourishing if par- 


sons were not well .paid? 
Would lawyers 


thrive if they did not get big fees? Would 
temperance bo popular if tho advocates 
wero not rewarded financially? I am not 
opposed to any of these things, but simply 
cite them as examples to show that every 
movement must be maintained on a busi- 
ness basis, and not for the love of tho 
cause alone. 


'•Three years ago wo had our last great 


fight in Manchester. It lasted 20 weeks 
and wo gained a great victory. In tliosa 
20 weeks our association expended £167,- 
000, 
and conducted tho strike on a square 


out and out business basis. Since then 
trade has never been so bad for the manu- 
facturers, buc they have never ventured to 
chirp about reducing wages. It is sucb de- 
cisive blows that tell. 


"You in America are not alono in tho 


struggle between trades unionism and so- 
cialism. Wo have it across the water, but 
not in so intensified a degree as here. It is 
not a matter of what wo want, but simply 
regarding tho methods by which we shall 
obtain it. 
The socialist says ho wants thg 


whole of what he produces, and we cer- 
tainly ail agree to that. Why not work to- 
gether? If ono system is wrong and thu 
other right, the right one will win. Let 
us cease willing each other hard names and 
stop this internal squabble; travel along 
together, and when wo gtf to a point -where 
we cannot agree on methods, lot us divide, 
but keep on. traveling iu parallel columns. 
In the end wo will come together at the 
same goal. That is what the socialists of 
both England and America will do if they 
regard their best interests. Otherwise tho 
capitalists will laugh in their sleeves aG 
our dissensions. 


"Tho -workingman must have the ca- 


pacity to understand that ho has to work 
on business principles fur his own elova- 
tion. 
Spiritual and ethical improvements 


arc all very well, but they will come after 
business."—Xow York World.

LONDON, Dec. 17.—Tho Daily News pub- 


lishes a dispatch 
from Constantinople^ 


which says: I have received a letter from 
n European resident, dated Nov. 28, giving 
the first details of the Aintab massacre. 
The writer says: "It is difficult to gee 
figures, as we are always under a guard 
•when we go to the towns, but 200 seoms a 
low figure for the killed, and some suy 
that it was 1000, while 400 were wounded. 
AH the Christian shops and 250 houses 
were pillaged aud many were burned. 
About 1000 Armenians who took refuge in 
the khans and mosques at tha beginning 
of the panic are still kept prisoners there, 
for what purpose can only be surmised."

stantinople telegraphs to his paper thut a 
petroleum monopoly is about to be granted 
by the'sultan to a Russian subject named 
Theodore Mavrocordato, whose project ia 
strongly supported, The Times' corre.
